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If people want morphs done or their FWHR measured, make sure to take the pics from a distance around 1 -2 
meters. Otherwise, due to the type of lens most phone cameras use you will get incorrect FWHR 
measurements if taken up close, this also makes it more awkward to morph. Creating the thread so we don't 
have to keep making countless posts on the subject and so people can be easily linked here.

When it comes to proper cameras, it's all about the size of the 
sensor, https://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/lmage_sensor_format 


That Fuji SI has a tiny 1/2.3" sensor. Basically, it'll produce pictures not much better than phones. 

If you want something light, compact and cheap, I suggest you get Sony A6000 (APS-C sensor, 12 times larger 
surface area than 1/2.3") and SEL50F18 lens (best for portraits). 


PS - aren't you super rich? If I were you, I'd actually get something along the lines of Sony A7RII + Zeiss Batis 
85mm. This is the sort of quality you can expect with this combo: 
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Quote: 

Hence whatever facial feature happens to be closest to the lens will take up more real estate on the 
film plane then those featured that biologically occur farther away. The one unfortunate body part that 
most often bares the brunt of this inevitability is the nose. In the drawing below you can see how the 
distance from lens to the nose vs. eyebrow changes with various focal lengths - the shorter the lens 
the greater the difference in those distances and the bigger the nose will appear in the photo.
